PROSPECT! VB GRANDEUR OF 
AMERICA. 

Tin; fulura population, strength and resources 
of this country have been subjects of speculation 
with stalicians and poets. Calculation aud rhap- 
sody have not been wanting lo determine or fore- 
shadow its destiny. Bui neither Ihe one nor An- 
other, rui far as we have seen, has adequately 
cnnipa.-s.cd tho prospective grandeur of America. 
The calculations have fallen short of what might 
bo sntielpgtfd] and the prophetic imaginings bave 
been loo vague to convey any definite impressions 
of absolute results. Thi... however, is a question 
which stuiirtiLS can exemplify, and iu such u in in- 
ner as to render a prospective fact more brilliant 
and marvellous than the wide! range whi. I. 
imagination has taken in regard to iL We. shall 
endeavor to explain our views on this subject, 
enduing ourselves lo rigid calculations and lair 
deductions. 

In the increase of population iu this country, 
two things arc remarkable: its rapidity, and its 
miilormily. Ncaily a century ago, Franklin stated 
that population nearly doubled it-elf onco within 
every twenty-live years. The procr.J nf lednpli- 
calion has bean going on ever since; and, accord- 
ing lo Iho lost census, it appears that II is now 
doubled in about oviry twenty (wo year*. Thlt 
ii an important fuel, and renders the calculation of 
ihe population lor future exact periods, a thing of 
dear certainly. Where a popul itiou has d, uhlcd 
itself so rapidly for tucfa a length of time, it Is 
evidence of Ihc working of a principle. It ceases 
to bo accidental, and hence uncertain iu ill nature. 
The population of Franco bus douMed itself 
within a hundred and twenty years, and that 
of England in sixty. Hither period is h.i.g 
in itself, and the anterior periods require I fir: 
Ihe reduplication of tho population of each of 
these countries so uncertain, that a satisfactory 
statement of their future increase of population 
may hardly be afforded. Hut, for the rea<uns we 
have (stated, no such impediment to reasonable 
calculation on the subject applies to this country. 

The results of continuing the calculation of tho 
increase of population in ibis country, in geomet- 
rical ratio, arc so vast, and ol to distant a period, 
that it would aeem safe aud prudent not to venture 
slating litem exactly. It would appear that Chan- 
cellor Kent must have been under the influence of 
iln- -dior feeling when he spoke of their heir g 
threo hundred millions of people in it in the course 
of ages. So far front many agn being required 
for this, the child is now horn in ll.i* country who 
will sec in il a population of more than three hui - 
ukerSjdreil million*. It may be org.ied Ihut popul ititn 



s.ry for us to anticipate; ,rvl whose difficulties it 
will be competent for our enlightened successors 
i.i Ihc world's business lo manage. The great 
science of the width ol nations", as discovered by 
Adam Smith, being developed abroad, will react 
on the prosperity of Ibis country, accelerating its 
ratio of production, and consequently of increase 
Of population. Immigration, which, up to this 
lime has merited een-idrration in these calcula- 
tions, for the future need not be minded, the doub- • 
ling process being so vast in its results is to 
diminii'i the fo'ce of such influence. 

If, fieri, it lie n'lowcd that population will go 
on to double itself for many years, as we have 



endeavored tishow. il will produce much greater 
ro'iilu than aro anticipated.

They will likewise present, early in 
ihe session, n project of constitutional 
reform, a most essential subject, which 
my government announced immediate- 
ly on your convocation, and of which 
the gravity cannot be underrated by 
your intelligence and patriotism. 

I have the greatest sutisfulion in an- 
nouncing that the army, after a civil 
war of seven years, and the political 
vicissitudes which relax the ties of obe- 
dience, is at present in the highest slate 

of discipline. 

In the hope of alleviating the budgel 
of expenses, wa have made all the re- 
duction compatible with the safety of 
the state, and with the well-being of 
those who have shed their blood in de- 
fence of the throne and laws. 

The fundamental reform of justice 
also requires time. This reform should 
also be cemented by new codos, which 
are drawn up at this moment, and the 
preparation of which is much advanc- 
ed. In the mean time, my govern- 
ment will adopt some useful measures 
to clear the way for so desired a re- 
form.

Accordingly Santa Anna, 
who was most anxious for the invasion, 
and had every confidence in its suc- 
cess, finding a counter influence in Ihe 
Mexican Congress operating against it, 
with some fresh troubles frcm France 
grow ing out of the Tobasco massacre, 
and the election of Dr. Jones as the 
anti-annex-'.tion candidate for the presi- 
dency of Texas— retired from the con- 
test, appointing tiiecoiiimnndcr-in-ehicl 
of the invading army (Canalizo) as pro- 
visional president, and the invasion 
will be abandoned, probably never to 
be again renewed, by recalling the 
troops alreary assembled at St. Louis 
Potosi.

Meanwhile, Martin Stifclius predicted the end 
of the woild to lake place in 1534, giving the day 
and the hour, tie was in his pulpit, preaching on 
the subject, when Ihe time arrived, and his audi- 
ence was a-aitiiig the consummation of all things, 
when a violent storm aroie, and for a short time 
he and his people were full in the belief that all 
wss over. The storm passed awiy— the sky was 
serene — Uie day was delightful— and Ihe preacher 
was dragged from his desk and almost beaten to 
death. 

William Hacked, in 1590, predicted the destruc- 
tion of England, and had not a few followers- 
He claimed himself to be monarch of all Europe, 
and his followers proclaimed him. He was hang- 
ed for sedition— an argument which is not now 
useil against error. 

Walter Gostello, in 1659, loretold the restora- 
tion of Charles II, and the destruction of London. 
The first part of his prophecy being fulfilled, gave 
lum some credit as a prophet The second part 
it is hardly necessary- to say, is is yet unaccom- 
plished. Thomas Vennur, who flourished about 
the same lime, declared that earthly kings were 
Imposlors; aud attempting with a crowd of his 
followers lo take actual possession of ihe tarlh In 
ual name of the Lord, they were opposed by the 
soldiery. They fought like tigers, believing 
themselves invulnerable, but were overpowered 
by numbers, and Venncr, with twelve others, was 
hanged. 

There were several such prophets in France, in 
ihe tab century; but one of the roost remark- 
ablo of Uie seers ol that era, was John Mason, a 
minister of Water Siralford, near nuckingbim, 
England. Mason believed himself Elias, and 
announced Ihsl Christ wa, shoilly lo appear on 
earth and fix his throne al Siralford. An immense 
concourse met at the lime appointed, nnd with 
liddlcs and other musicil instruments, with dsnc 
ing and other tumultuous signs of rejoicing, 
awaited the coronation. Poor Mason died in 
1097, a full believer in the delusion that he had 
frequent conversations with ihe Saviour, and that 
his divine mission was confirmed. 

Whision, the mathematician, was a believer in 
(lie immediate, approach of the miKcnium, and 
lived to see the lailure of two predictions. Lord 
Napier, the invent, r of the logarithms, also pro- 
pl.i-u-d the end of Ihe world; and outlived its 
term as he hid set It Or.

TEXAS AND MEXICO— VIRTUAL ABAN- 
DONMENT OK THE VVAB. 

The lust news from Mexico is ol 
more importance in relation to the se- 
curity ol Texas and to the question of 
annexation, man any that lias been re- 
ceived since the adjournment of Con- 
gress. The retirement of Santa Anna 
to his faun, and the appoimment ol 
Canalizo as I're.-ident ol .Mexico ad in- 
terim, may be considered as an aban- 
donment ol the invasion of Texas alto- 
nether. It may be supposed by mall) 
that there was no serious intention at 
any lime 01 marching upon Texas, and 
lh.it ihe threat, as well as the prepara- 
tions, meant nothing inure than the u- 
snoj vainglorious boasling ol that gov- 
ernment. We think diherently on this 
subject, and believe that the uniform 
determination of Santa Anna to recover 
l'exas as kiuispcnsal-le to his future 
ambitious views, was greatly strength- 
ened by the urgent solicitations of En- 
gland, and the assurance of every rea-

believers carried into the most strange conduct, 
and the must pitiable perversion of all the rules of 
duty, and of all the •!:._•••.:-• , both ol religion 
aud ol prudence. We hear of women arrayed in 
••ascension robes," deserting the caru of their 
households, and silling down in upper looms, 
some even iu unfinished garrets, lo be as near to 
heaven as possible, and there awailing the "second 
advent." We hear of such crowds besetting Ihe 
places of evening meeting, of Ihe believers, that 
the arm of Ihe civil power is compelled to interpose 
and close the places of meeting, lo save the peace. 
We find the disciples of Mr. Miller and his 
followers closing their stores, giving away theit 
goods, and pasting notices on their shutlers that 
their shops ire closed lo wail "ihe corning of Uie 
King of Kims." 

Painfully absurd as is such conduct, wo have no 
disposition to mike it Ihe subject of ridicule, 
although the temptation to do so is strong; and 
although, perhaps, exposure of the absurdity of 
such conduct is the best argument against it. But 
we have collected to-day, a list of a few of the 
most prominent delusions of this nature iu the 
history of the world, and present them as hut a 
pa: t of the experience of the past , iu order to show 
the disappointed iu their expectations, thai they 
are not the first in order of lime, nor the only 
ones, by many thousands, nho have been carried 
away by such fancies. 

Without referring in the delusions of the Jews, 
who looked for a temporal reign of Christ as an 
earthly potentate, or the mistaken among the early 
Christians who confidently predicted the second 
advent of the Saviour as to occur al the end of 
the Koman Pagan empire, giving him also an 
earthly kingdom; or lo the manner in which the 
end of the crusades, and the victory ol the Chris- 
tian over the Moslem would esUblish that king- 
dom,— wc will look to Uie later manifestations ol 
the consequences ol mi.tiking the promises of the 
gospel, and confounding things, spiritual and tem- 
poral. It is sufficient to say that the later delu- 
sions are but a perpetuation- of the error of those 
who iu early umea rose, and saying, • I am Christ," 
deceived many. 

It the year 1812, it was predicted thai the Med- 
iterranean sea should be dried up, that believer! 
should pass to Jerusalem on fool, there to build up 
the new city. After what we have seen in our 
own lime, il will readily be credited that Italy was 
filled with pilgrims wiiting the dry ing up of the 
sea, to commence their journey; and the mieery 
which these persons mlTered, and which they 
Inflicted upon their friends and dependents by 
Iheir infatuation, will be easily imagioed. 

Iu 1524, John Stoflerus, a mathematician and 
astrologer of Surobia, predicted a great deluge, 
and he wa. so far believed, that tboe* who owned 
and. near Ihe *ea, told out at grc.t lorn Book. 



would be destroyed in 1763. thai Ihe nln.li- world 
would be shaken by an oiilhquako in 177(1, thai 
the sun, moon and Man would fall in 1771 . that the 
WirlJ would be burnt in 1772, aud the general 
judgment take plaic in 1778. 

In Ihe year 158', a hcrmil frightened the inhab- 
itants of Trieste into the belief thai Ihe destruc- 
tion of thai city was immediately lo take place; 
ind so general was llic failh in which his predic- 
tion was received, lhat the city was absolutely 
descried lo escape the destruction. But the day- 
passed over without any calamity lo any one ex- 
cepl ihe unlucky prophet; for when his disciple, 
rclurned lo resume their business, they found Ihe 
predictor of destruction hid realized it in his own 
person. He wis hanged by the proper aOlhnrilies. 

Towards Ihe close of Ihe seventeenth century, 
the whole court of France was thrown into terror, 
and people who had never prayed before began 
IBM, in the belief that the immediate destruction 
of the world was at hand. 

As Ihe event did not verily their fears, and the 
world continued to stand; Ihey mide up for tem- 
porary self denial by plunging anew into the 
worst exresses. The reaction mule ihem infinite- 
ly greiter sinners thin the y were before. 

We hive quoted these facts-few, indeed, 
among very many which might be adduced— to 
rented the reader that this i. "no new thing under 
the sun." We are inclined lo think that, with 
the failure of this last— as fail it must, for people's 
expectation, can not be kepi up forever— delusion, 
of Ihii pirticulir description will cease, aod men 
will no longer strive lo be wise above what is wril- 
tcn. Whether the end of ihe world occur, .ooner 
or later, is of little individuol consequence to any 
one ot us; lor death must happen at some time, 
and is as likely to occur soon a. late; and death 
is an end of the world so far as he or she is con- 
cerned. We do not think ol preparing for thai by- 
waiting in idleness— nor should my think lo pre- 
pare for Ihe end of all thing, in any other way 
than by a continuance of the performance of our 
dutie* t.. our Maker, to our lellow. and to our- 
selves. 

Since we wrote the preceding, the following 
eloquent passage from Moshcim, relative lo the 
stile of the Christian world in Ihe tenth century 
—a period previous to those in which the instan- 
ces we have quoted aboveoccurred— has fallen un- 
der our eye: 

"Among the opinions which look poaseasion of 
Ihe mind, of men, none occasioned inch universal 
panic, nor such dreadful impression, of terror and 
dismay, as a notion that now prevailed of the im- 
mediate approach of the day of judgment. This 
notion, which took in rise from a remarkable paa- 
sage in Uie revelation, of St. John, and had been 
entertained by some teachers in Uia preceding ceu- 
tury, was advanced publicly by many at that lime, 
and spreading itself with amaxing rapipity through 
Ihe European province*, il threw Ibem into con- 
sternation and anguish. They imagined that Hi 
John had clearly foretold, that ifter a thousand 
yean after Uie birth of Christ, Satin wa. to be let 
loose from his prison, anti-Christ lo come, and Uie 
the diflruction and conllsgritiou ol ihe world lo 



follow those great and terrible events. Hence 
prodigious number. |of people ibandoned all Ihe 
civil connection! and their paternal relations; and, 
giving over to Uie churches and anonuterie. all 
Iheir lands, treasures, and woildly effect., repaired 
with the utmo.1 precipitation to Palestine, where 
Ihey imagined that Chrhrt would deacend from 
heaven to judge Uie world. 

"Other, devoted Uiemwlve. by a solemn and 
voluntary oath lo Ihe wreire of the churches, 
convents, and priesthood, whose slaves they be- 
came'in the roost rigorous sense of ihe word, per- 
forming daily heavy tasks, and all this Irom a 
notion that Uie supreme judge would diminish 
their sentence, and look upon them with a more 
favorable and propiuoui eye on account of their 
having made themselves the .live, of his minis- 
ters When an eclipse of the sun or moon hap- 
pened to tie visible, the cities were deserted, and 
their miserable inhabitants fled for refuge to cav- 
erns and hid themselves among the craggy rock., 
and under the bending summit, of steep moun- 
tains. The rich attempted to bribe the Deity, by 
rich donations conferred on the sacerdotal and 
monastic order., who were looked upon as the 
immediate vicegerents of heaven. In many 
places temples, palaces and noble edifices, both 
public and private, were left to decay; they were 
deliberately pulled down from a notion that they 
were no longer of any use, since the final dissolu- 
tion of all things was al hand. 

"In a word, uo language is sufficient lo express 
the confusion and despair that lormetited the mind, 
of Uicse miserable mortals on this occasion. The 
general delusion was indeed opposed and combat- 
led by tho discerning few, who endeavored to 
dispel their groundless fears, and to efface the 
notions from which they arose in Uie minds of the 
people. Bui their attempts were ineffectual; nor 
could the apprehensions of ihe superstitious mul 
litude be effectually removed before Ihe end o 
this century. Then, when, they saw that the so 
much dreaded period had passed without the 
urivil of any great calamity, ihey began to under- 
stand that St. John had not foretold what ihey so 
much feared."J • 

From ihcN. Y. Journal of Commerce. 
Noah's Lecture on the resloraUon of the Jews, 
delivered at Ihe Tabernacle on Monday evening, 
drew together quile an audience for a stormy night. 
A lecture by the educated jew, familiir wilh chris- 
tians ind christian institutions— a lecture deliver 
ed before a promiscuous assembly of Jews and 
Christians— was quite a noielty, ind calculated to 
! oxcile curiosity. A vindicotion of t-hri.tiuniiy or 
in admission of its opinion., was not to be expect- 
ed; but we think ihe christian portion of the au- 
dience must have been .atisficd lo quite as great 
an extent is they expected to be. 

Major Noah ran over Ihe history of the Hebrew 
nation and described their condition at ihe time of 
Christ's n|'|>r.irani-c. He made no intimation that 
Jesus of Nazareth was an impostcr, hut seemed to 
nd.ipl the history of tho iVaOgellttl, and give an in- 
Itf| H I -lion lo the declaraliorn of Jesu. concerning 
him-elf, similar to Uul given hy Unitarian.. He 
said J>->ua preached wilh an eloquence so remark- 
able, and so euvrighed against the abuses of llic 
Jen i-h Ecclesiastics wilh so much boldness and 
force, 'hat ihey were alarmed, ami under that feel- 
ing, mingled wilh political considerations, con- 
demned him to dcith. 

The whole proceeding, Mr Noah said, he be- 
lieved was carried through in mislake. The scv- 
cmy of the Sanhedrim did not act, he (bought, 
from hatred to the character and mission of Christ, 
as is generally .opposed by Christians. Il was Dot 
Ihcnfore, for ihe tremendous sin of crucifying Ihe 
Son of God w ilh a chrislian apprehension of his 
character, Mr. Noah said thai llic Jews were now 
ami had been for eighteen hundred years, sufleriiig 
all Ihe sorrows of their dispersion. The present 

• Inioii of ihe Jew. was vividly dcseiibed, and 

some things were Mated greatly lo the credit; and 
among the real, the honorable fact, that in all the 
haunts of infamy in our cily, not a jewess is to be 
found. Mr. Noah believed thai Ihe personal feel- 
ing aud position of the Jew. were favorable loo 
return to the land of their fathers He believed 
tint before Uie great meUeOtal blessing, wore to 
be enjoyed by Jews and fJeiilile., this return must 
be accomplished, and that Ihe Jew. must return 
as Jews, and not as Chrislisns. II such enact- 
ments were lobe obtained from the powers having 
juiisd iction of the country, as that the Jews would 
be secure in the possession of land, he thought they 
would rapir'ly moke purchases and settlements.— 
What he desired wos, lhat our own free govern- 
ment, should lead the way in obtaining for the 
Jews thislavor; and he recommended lhat those 
societies who desire lo benefit the Jews, should 
turn their attention and iheir efforts lo the accom- 
plishment of this important result.
